From the Duke de la Feuillade’s Camp before Turin, 
September 17. 


OR fome Days paft we have work’d with 
ali poffible Diligence on our Lines of Gir- 
comvallation. We have pofted Infantry in 
feveral Caffines along the Doria. Our ad- 
vancd Guards are within a litle way of 

the Suburbs of Turin call’d Ballon, and as foon as 
our Lines are perfected we fhall Bow the Doria, to 
inveft Turin. "Tis talk’d we fhall attack the Citadel 
firft, but that is not certain, nor is it known when 
the Trenches are to be open’d. This Evening a 
Council of War of all our General Officers will be 
held, and a Scheme.or Method of attacking the Place 
will be agreed among them, and fent to the King 
for his Approbation ; till rhe Return of which nothing 
will be attempted. In the mean time the Duke of 
Savoy has caus'd the Fortifications of the Citadel to 
be ftrengthen’d with a double Ditch and Covert- 
Way ; and the Ground to be undermin’d go Foot 
hefore the Giacis, which is almoft to the Doria. 
Wrom the Amfterdam Gazette, &c. dared October 2. 
Milan, Sept. 19. The Duke de la Feuillade pro- 
pus'd xo open preaches againft Turin, to morrow 
the zoth, in 2 Places, vie. before the Gate call’d du 
Palais and that call'’d Sufine ; but ‘tis now faid he 
has deferr’d it to a further Time. He has 100 heavy 
Cannon, 20 Mortars, and a great ftore of Ammuni- 
tion ; but his Army is not thought ftrong enough for 
fo great an Enterprize: In waking a View of the 
Place, he had a Horfe kill'd under him. The Duke 
of Savoy has a more numerous Artillery to oppofe to 
his. The Duke of Vendome has had 2 Fits of a 
Feaver, but is rid of them by taking Jefuits Powder. 
Tis reported the Dutcheffes, with the Prince and 
Princeffes of Savoy, are retir’'d to Mondovi. The 
French abandon’d Afti lately by this Accident, viz. 
The Duke de la Feuillade intended to withdraw the 
‘Troop: he had in Aqui; but his Secretary in the Or- 
der he made out for that purpofe, cafually put the 
Word Afti for Aqui, and the Duke fign’d it without 
seading it. It was of Importance to him to keep 
Pofteilion of Afti, becaufe he might have thereby 
hindred the Duke of Savoy’s receiving Provifions 
inio that Part of Turin that cannot be invefted. The 
i of oe did not flip the Opportunity ro put 
Troops into Afti. 
ow the Leiden Gazette, dated October 1. 
Geneva, Sept. 22. Our frefheft Advices from Pie- 
mont, are, that the Duke of Savoy has caus’d 500 
Pieces of Cannon to be-plac'd on the Works of Tu- 
tin ; that there are 40 thirty Pounders on the fingle 
Battery of the Quarter Royal, which is mott ex- 
pos'd ; that his Troops are near equal in Nomber to 
the Enemies ; and that he has caus’d Mines to be 
made under all the Ground by which the Enemy 
muft advance. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated September 21. 
Montpellier, Sept. 18. Letters juft arriv’d from 
Perpignan, advife, that 3 Spies whom the Gover- 
nour of that Place had fent to get Intelligence of 
what was doing at Barcelona, were come back, and 


reported that to the 1oth of this Month the Enemy 
had not fir’d one thot againft that Town ; bur that 
they had open’d Trenches before it and were advan 
cing to the Covert-Way to undermine and blow it 
up 5 that they had turn’d the Courfe of a Water that 
ferv'd the Corn Mills of the Town; that King 
Charles III. appear’d publickly thrice every Day, at 
which times Catalonians of all Ranks were admitted 
to kifshis Hand ; that the Prince of Hefle Darmftad 
had actually form’d 4 Regiments of Miquelets co 
ferve that King ; and that he was about to form 
fome Regiments of Horfe, of Malecontents that 
were come in to him ; and thar all the open Coun- 
try as far as Figuicres having declar'd for King 
Charles III. the faid Prince of Dazmftad caus’d all 
the Horfes that could be procur’d to be taken up for 
mounting Cavalry. They add from Perpignan, that 
the Governour of that Place had fent to Figuieres 2 
Battallions, who having reinforc’'d the Garrifon had 
defeated a Detachment of Malecontents of Caralo- 
nia, Who with 2 or 3000 of the Enemy’s Horfe ad- 
‘vanced to endeavour to poffefs themfelves of that 
Place. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated October 3. 

Paris, Sept. 28. The Marquis de Dreux being ar- 
riv’d at Court from Piemont, to inform the King of - 
the State of things on that fide, and to receive his 
Orders whether to attack Turin or not ; his Majefty 
thereupon fent for the Marthal de Vauban, and heard 
his, Monfieur de Chamillard’s, and Monfieur de 
Dreux’s Opinion cn this Subje&, Madam de Main- 
tenon being prefent. °Tis not yet known what was 
the Refult of this Council; but ‘tis prefum’d the 
Siege of Turin will not be haftily undertaken, the 
Duke of Savoy having no inconfiderable Body of 
Regular and Militia Troops, and it being impoifible 
to inveft more than one third Part of the City. The 
Grand Prior of France, (whofe leaving Italy was 
occafion’d upon fome hot Words that pafs'a 

tween him and Monfieur Albergotti,) is at prefent 
at Clichy, and it feemsis under the King’s Difplea-. 
fure ; for Monfieur de Chamillard being ask’d in his 
Name fome Days fince, whether he might go to 
Fontainbleau, would make no Reply. The 25th In- 
ftant in the Evening, a Courier arriv’d from ihe Go- 
vernour of Perpignan, with a Letter from the Gover- 
nour of Gironne, importing that the Enemy hed 
taken fome Out-works of Montjoui (which is a Fort 
adjoyning to Barcelona) with the Lofs of {everal 
Hundred Men; that the Prince of Heffe Darmftad, 
was reported (cho’ without Certainty) to be among 
the flain ; that the Viceroy had caus'd a Major who 
commanded in Montjoui, and all the Miquelets that 
were in it, to be hang’d, for having fecret Intelligence’ 
with the Enemy, and engaging to open a Gate ‘0 
them ; and that he has put a new Garrifon into chac 
Fort. 

From the Paris Letter, dated Seprember 28.., 

Paris, September 28. The Marquis de Dreux, 
who arriv’d at Court the 22d Inftane from Piemont, 
having had a long Conference the Day following 
with the King and the Marfhal de Vaubsn, fer out 
the 26th to return to the Duke de la Feuillade with 
the King’s laft Orders touching the Siege of Turin. 
’Tis talk’d the Trenches will be open’d before that 
Place the 1ft of the next Month. The 25th ar — 
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night an Exprefs arriv'’d at Fontainbleau, with Ad- 
vice that the 16th of this Month 2000 of the Ene- 
my attack’d an Iotrenchment below Montjoui, which 
Intrenchment was not perfected ; but that the Spa- 
niards defended it above 2 Hours with fo great Vi- 
gour, that che Prince of Darmftad with feveral othet 
Officers, aud above 800 Soldiers of the Enemy’s beft 
Troops were kill’d. The Spaniards feeing all the 
Enemy’s Trocps advancing towards th: Intrenchment, 
abandon’d ir, and retir’d into Mon‘joui, which is a 
Fort or Caftle builc on a Rock of hard Stone, fo that 
Approaches cannot be made to it: Tis giyen our 
here, that the Enemy will make no Advantage of 
that Intrenchment, becaule ‘tis faid to lye expos'd to 
4° Pieces of Cannon. ; 

Letters that came to Day from Fontainblean, con- 
firm the Death of the Prince of Darmftad in the 
Action abovemention’d. d 

From theCamp of the Imperialifts under Prince Lewis 
of Baden «t Wierfheim, September 25. fhe 23d In- 
ftant the French abandon’d Bentheim and Sonfeltheim, 
little Places in the Biarquifate of Baden Dourlach 
on the other fide of the Rhine, as aifo all the Re- 
doubts they had about Fort Louis ; and immediately 
General de la Tour who commands in the Lines of 
Stoblhoffen, order’d 1000 of his Men to take Poffef- 
fion ot them. Yefterday Drufenheim was furrendred 
to the Count de Frife, at Difcretion ; and the Garri- 
fon, confitting of 36° Men, was made Prifoners of 
War. This Place, which 1s preity ftrongly for ified, 
will cover our Bridge over the Rhine. The Prince 
of Baden having taken a near View of Haguenau, 
hascaus'd it to be iavefted by the Pruifian Troops. 
That Town is fortified with a good Counterfcarp, a 
Dirch full of Water, and a thick Wall. The Ene- 
my give out their Garrifon in it iszo0o Men; but 
we believe tis not above 1500 or 2000 Men at moft. 
General Thungen commands the Troops employ’d in 
the Siege, and reckons to be Mafter of the Place in 
12 Days : Which done, ’tis talk’d he will nex: attack 
Palczbourg, to cut off the Enemy’s Communication 
with Lorrain, The Paletin Troops are marching to 
block up or befiege Homburg. The Enemy’s Army 
under the Marfhal de Viwars continues under the 
Cannon of S:rasburg: They lofe a great Number 
of their Horfes Daily by a Mortality that ’tis reported, 
has already cartied cff near 10000: Provifions are 
very fcarce and dearin their Camp. "Tis faid the 
Magiftrates of Fribourg have fent a Letter to one of 
our General Officers, to acquaint him they hada 
ftrong Report there, that the Plague had begun to 
rage in old Brifac. A French Captain who came 
over to us fome Days ago on Pretence cf Defertion, 
and who had the Addrefs to infinuate himfelf into 
the Acquaintance of fome of our General Officers, 
is put under Confinement upon his Servanc’s having 
difcover’d hm to be a Spy. The Enemy ravage and 
lay wafte the lower Alfaces 


* From the Camp at Herentals, October 1. Yefter- 
* day our Army made a Forrage to the Right; and 
* having p: fted 2 Guard for the Security of the For- 
* ragers ai the Village of Werchlerfandr, a Party of 
‘the Fnemy came to the fame Village, and being
